AUL HOOD DoSor of Divinity, Recor of 
Lincoln Colledge , and Vice-Chancellour of the 
Univerſity of Oxford, to all whom ic may concern, 
Greeting» Whereas the Statutes of the Univerfity 
require certain Scholaſticall and Decent Habits , 
beficting every Perſon, in his ſeverall Degree to be uſed, and put 
on, when he ſhall appear any where in publique within the Pre- 
cins of the Univerſity, eſpecially at Sermons, and other Scho- 
Iaftical Exerciſes. And whereas for divers years laſt paſt, there 
hath been almoſt a total negle&, throughour ulic whole Univerlicy 
herein, cons. yn rhe Statutes and good Diſcipline of the ſame, 
We therefore (conſidering the dithonuut char may redound to the 
Univerſity, by this apparent negle&, and that many inconveni- 
ences may enſue thereupon, if we ſhall not with all ſeverity up- 
hold thae Laudable Uſe, ana Cuſtome) do peremprtorily, and 
expreflely Require and Command every Graduate to appear in 
his Formaliries, ar Sermons, and elſewhere, according to the 
Statures therein provided. As alſo Linder2graduates ro wear 
ſuch Gowns and Caps, as are limited and exprefled for their Con- 
dition. And that rhis our Command and Decree may receive 
the more ſpeedy and effeRual Execution, and that none may pre- 
rend ignorance herein, We defire every Governour and Head 
within chis Univerſity, that von receipt hereof, he Aſſemble his 
Company, and publiſh unto chem the Tenor and Conrents of 
cheſe Preſents ; and wi:hall ro »dmoniſh them to conform them- 
ſelves to the Statures in theſe particulars ; otherwiſe V' C profeſſe 


to Execute the Rigour of the Stauures upon {uch as ſhall hereatcer 
offend therein.
